NEW YORK, July 13.- Indication that the British censor will not 
permit the gabling of reports that Russia ,s tiring of the war and may 
make a separate peace, was contained in mail advices received by the 
United Press from Berlin.

Until the fall of Lemburg the Teu­ 
tonic forces in Galicia were concen­ 
trated upon a single defensive, the

Austro-Hungarian j BEST $1.50 Per Day 
province. But after the Slavs evac­ 
uated Mackenzen divided his armies. 
He sent one command eastward to 
drive the Russians out of the rest of 
Galicia while he himself moved to 
the north into Poland and started for 
Warsaw. From that moment the Teu­ 
tons began to meet with difficulties. 
The 
Russians have undoubtedly 
sent 
large 
reinforcements 
Into 
southern 
Poland, and 
Mackenzen s 
difficulties are further increased be­ 
cause of the better communications 
at the disposal of the Slavs. 
The 
Slavs are within easy reach of re­ 
serve munitions. 
There is evidence that the Russian 
recovery was not expected by the 
Germans. 
An effort is being made to 
create the impression that the fault 
lies 
with 
the 
Austrians 
whose 
troops are being used almost exclu­ 
sively for the final 
drive through 
eastern Galicia. 
This accusation is 
unjust. 
The German general staff is 
now responsible for all the opera­ 
tions against Russia

berg. 
If Warsaw were now in peril 
because of the chances taken by Mac­ 
kenzen, the glory would have been 
Germany's.
